Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: Mr. Schultz began the interview by providing a review of the 
invention. Mr. Schultz first directed attention to Fig. 1 and noted that one was conducting primer extension reactions 
where a single ddNTP was being added to the primer and that the method allows for the detection of single nucleotide 
polymorphisms. Mr. Schultz also directed attention to Figure 8 as showing optimization of their method. Mr. Schultz 
indicated that there is no need to separate reactants from PCR as one is looking for a change i9n quantity of the 
remaining reactants, ostensibly the unincorporated nucleotides. Mr. Schultz indicated that this affords better resolution 
as one is attempting to detect molecules in the size range of but a few Daltons as compared to many thousands of 
Daltons. Mr. Schultz indicated that the assay is always conducted with a control set of reactants and that they always 
monitor the four channels (which correspond to the four nucleotides). 

Mr. Goldman indicated that the invention is ground breaking and is deserving of broader breadth of scope. 

Mr. Sisson indicated that it is not clear from claim 1 that one is to be measuring that, which has not been incorporated 

into a primer extension reaction, nor is it clear that one is using mass spec to detect and measure the unincorporated 

nucleotides. 

It was agreed that a draft version of claim 1 would be faxed, in the coming days, to Mr. Sisson for consideration. 
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
